SUBJECT : Review of Senate Ethics Committee's Draft 
Report on their Korean Inquiry 


1. Appropriate elements of this Division have 
reviewed the attached draft of the Senate Ethics Committee's 
report on its inquiry into allegations of ROK attempts 
to improperly influence the U.S. Senate. The Agency 
information contained therein has previously been declas- 
sified for the Fraser Subcommittee and therefore we have 
no objections to its use in this text. 


2. In Section II, page 3, the Agency is named in a 
limited listing of executive agencies which have cooperated 
with the Committee. This is not objectionable in itself, 


but when viewed in the context of later text where in- 
formation is specifically sourced to "declassified intel- 
ligence summaries," the inference is that the information 
can be attributed to this Agency. Thus, to maintain our 
policy of declassification of material with the under- 
standing that it will be sourced to "Executive Branch 
Intelligence Agencies" in general, it is recommended that 
the entire listing be eliminated and the sentence pre- 
ceeding the listing be rephrased to reflect the following 
idea, . . . the Committee sought to examine the relevant 
files of the executive agencies. We have no objection 
to the identification of the Agency in the ensuing 
comments which describe the varying levels of cooperation 
, accorded the Committee by assorted agencies. 
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4. A representative of this Division will be available 
for discussions with an appropriate Committee Staff monber 
concerning the release of the attached study.
